Is the butter on movie theater popcorn real? 


o. Butter will spoil if it’s not refrigerated. Oil, 

however, can be stored easily for long periods of 
time. The yellow topping pumped onto your popcorn is 
usually a butter-flavored oil. And it is far from healthy. 
Depending on what type of oil the kernels are popped 
in, a large popcorn with topping can contain as much 
saturated fat as eight Big Macs. 

Flavorings and colorings make the golden goop 
resemble molten butter. Often, there’s also an ingredient 
called dimethylpolysiloxane, which labels say “inhibits 
foaming.” We know people go crazy for movie popcorn, but 
let’s hope that doesn’t involve foaming at the mouth. 


Why is the Academy Award statuette named Oscar? 


76 years, the Academy of Motion Picture Arts and Sciences has been 
giving Oscars to people who work in the movie industry. But no one is 
sure how the statuette got its name. The most popular story is that in 
1928, Academy librarian Margaret Herrick took one look at the very first 
statuette and said, “It looks just like my Uncle Oscar!” For the next six 
years, only moviemaking insiders called the award Oscar. A reporter let 
the statuette’s secret identity slip out in 1934, and the little golden man 
was Officially introduced as Oscar at the awards ceremony 
five years later. 


How do TV executives know if their shows 
are popular? 


company called Nielsen Media Research measures 
what people in more than 20,000 homes in the United 
States watch every day. The company supplies each family 
with electronic equipment that hooks up to TVs, VCRs, 
and cable boxes to monitor what channels they watch. 
During February, May, and November more than a million 
households are also asked to keep track of their viewing 
habits. The information helps television stations find 

out what shows are the most popular, so they can 

decide how much money to charge for ads and which 
shows to keep or can. O
